Zigzagging  across  a hurried  little  branch, 
through  dripping  rhododendron  thickets,  I 
had  followed  a train  far  from  “the  big 
road  and  almost  to  the  crest  of  a loftv 
range,  where  a bridle  path,  stretched  out  like 
a serpent  in  the  sun.  marks  the  line  between 
two  of' oar  Southland  Statei. 

A lonely  clump  of  magnificent  pines  stood 
out  indistinctly  through  the  cold,  stinging 
mist  For  centuries  they  had  defied  wind 
and  lightning,  hut  at  last  a foe  in  whose 
fse.-  their  strength  was  vanity  lay  in  wait. 

'X/z ' xzz ' zzz!”  sounded  the  long  saws 
of  the  lumbermen,  cutting  their  way  through 
the  trunks  of  trees  that  had  stood  for  a 
century.  „ Then  with  crash  and  roar  the 
giants  fell,  burying  their  heaven-kissed  tops 
in  the  dust  and  debris.  I knew  that  some- 
whrere  hard  by  was  a cabin,  but  it  was  so 
blanketed  by  the  clouds  that  I was  quite  at 
the  door  before  I saw  it. 

Separated  from  kindred  isolated  from 
neighbors,  as  far  above  the  throb  of  eom- 
tnunifv  life  as  an  eagle’s  nest,  this  little 
home  was  establishing  itself.

echoed  daily  from  peak  to  peiik.  Best  of 
all,  little  children  were  growing  up,  sturdy 
and  free  as  other  young  animals  of  the  moun- 
tains. 

Happiness  and  contentment  were- already 
in  this  home  and  prosperity,  as  they  counted 
it,  seemed  only  a little  way  off.  During 
the  winter  months  the  man  worked  on  “pub- 
lic works  ’ and  all  his  wages  were  saved  for 
the  farm  that  they  .were  going  to  buy  and 
the  house  that  they  were  going  to  build. 

But  the  world  holds  no  home  so  hidden 
that  disappointment  canrfot  find  the  latch 
string.  Sorrow  recognizes  no  olnss.  Hu- 
man hearts  must  ache  wherever  they  beat. 
Human  eyes  must  weep  wherever  they  open 
and  close, 

A child  had  been  born.  As  nlways,  the 
angel  of  death  drew  near.  His  shadow 
rested  on  the  cabin  ah  the  clouds  rested  on 
the  mountains  around  and  beneath  it. 

A saddle  horse  panting  at  the  door  from 
his  three  hours'  climb  up  the  mountain  as- 
sured me  of  the  successful  ending  of  a sev- 
eral days’  search  for  a physician. 

Entering  the  little  kitchen,  I saw  a hot 
meal  spread  upon  the  table  and  the  doctor 
eating. 

A platter  of  “shoe-string  beans"  was  odor- 
ous enough  to  tempt  a king’s  appetite.

We  steadfastly  believe  and  hold 
that  until  one  is  born  again,  by  the  Spirit  of 
God,  into  the  Kingdom  of  Christ,  he  is  not 
a Scriptural  subject  for  baptism,  and  cannot 
of  right  become  a member  of  Christ’s  church. 

(3)  We  here  declare  our  unalterable  be- 
lief in  the  universal,  unchangeable,  and  un- 
delgated  sovereignty  of  Jesus  Christ  We 
believe  that  He  is  the  rightful  and  only  head 
and  sovereign  of  Hir  churches;  that  His 
word  and  will,  as  revealed  in  the  Holy  Scrip- 
tures, is  the  unchangeable  and  only  law  of 
His  reign;  that  whatver  is  not  found  in  the 
Scriptures  cannot  he  hound  on  the  con- 
sciences of  men;  and  that  the  supreme  test 
of  true  Christian  discipleship  is  obedience 
to  the  will  of  Christ,  as  revealed  in  the  Bible. 
This  is  fundamental.  Therefore,  neither 
tradition  nor  customs,  nor  councils,  nor  ex- 
pediences can  be  allowed  to  modify  or  change 
the  Word  of  God. 

(4)  We  hold  that  religion  is  essentially  a 
personal  matter  between  each  soul  and  God. 
Therefore,  we  deny  all  proxyship,  sponsor- 
ship, or  deputvship  in  religion  We  hold 
that  each  consciously  responsible  soul  must 
repent,  believe  and  be  baptized  for  himself; 
and  every  soul  must  give  account  of  himself 
to  God.  In  this  view,  infant  baptism  and 
infant  church  membership  are  Soripturallj 
impossible,  and  constitute  an  impassable

THE  MOLD  OF  DOCTRINE. 


f)r.  Jesse  B Thomas  several  years  ago 
wrote  a little  book  on  thin  subject  that  gave 
^ clear  interpretation,  to  Rom.  6:17.  The 
expression  in  the  common  version  is  “form 
of  teaching”  rather  than  mold  of  doctrine; 
but  it  is  from  a distinctly  technical  sense, 
such  a form  as  an  iron  molder  uses  to  pour 
his  molten  liquid  into,  to  fashion  the  article 
according  to  his  wish.  Now  baptism  is  hy 
the  apostle  called  the  mold  of  doctrine,  be- 
cause it  is  the  concrete  setting  forth  of  the 
essential  teachings  of  the  gospel.  It  is  the 
visible  embodiment  or  figuring  of  truth  that 
i»  intended  to  impress  the  eye  and  leave  its 
message  -that  cannot  be  erased  from  the 
I memory.  God  has  chosen  this  not  only  to 
accurately  reproduce  the  fundamental  teach- 
ings of  the  gospel  hut  that  they  may  he  cor- 
rectly preserved  and  faithfully  taught.  It 
i*  valuable  for  its  simplicity.  It  reaches 
and  makes  >d..ar  to  the  most  unsophisticated 
mind  the  essential  things  in  Christian  exper- 
ience and  Bible  truth  It  is  adapted  even 
to  the  kindergarten,  the  beginner’s  primer 
of  instruction.  Object  lessons  have  been 
the  Lord's  favorite  method  of  teaching  from 
the  beginning  Such  a purpose  served  the 
to-ee  of  life  and  the  other  tree  of  the  knowl- 
edge of  good  and-  evil. 

Now  the  ceutral  facts  in  the  life  of  Christ 
were  his  death  and  resurrection.  These 
were  the  central  and  essential  conditions  for 
the  salvation  of  the  world.  Not  only  so 
the  dying  to  sin  an*l  living  again  unto  God 
sums  up  the  whole  of  Christian  life  and  ex- 
perience. All  of  our  experiences  are  parts 
of  this  one  experience.  Daily  dying  and 
daily  living  the  new  life  form  the  sum  of 
the  wOiole  Christian  life.  Now  this  is  set 
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t'ocfh  in  the  ordinance  of  baptism  and  so  it  is 
call'd 


have  corrupted  it  hy  seeking  to  alter 
l»ort  and  meaning.  They  have  striven  to 
little  it  hy  declaring  it  of  no  special  impoi 
lance.  It  is  well  for  us  to  remember  that' it 
is  Gpd’s  chosen  method  of  giving  visible  ex- 
pression to  His  truth,  and  we  cannot  he  too 
diligent  in  holding  to  and  proclaiming  it  as 
the  finest  expression  of  the  fundamental 
truths  of  the  gospel  that  the  world  ever  pos- 
sessed. Of  divine  origin  and  authority  we 
must  insist  on  its  abiding  as  it  was  given, 
or  it  cannot  symbolize  the  truth  of  the  gos- 
pel. 

Now  no  hoy  ever  put  the  bullet  mold  into 
his  gun  to  shoot  at  a deer  ; nor  does  any  Bap- 
tist teaeh  that  salvation  is  received,  in  bap- 
tism or.  in  any  way  secured  by  baptism,  but 
that  the  thing  that  baptism  teaches  is  the 
thing  that  saves,  namely,  the  dertth  and  rcs> 
urreetion  of  Christ  and  there  is  no  better 
way  of  teaching  it  than  hy  baptism.  The 
dying  and  living  again  of  the  believer  in  Je- 
sus sums  up  the  whole  of  his  life  cxjierience. 
This  is  set  forth  in  hi>j  baptism,  and  nothing 
else  sets  it  forth  so  clearly  and  forcefully. 
We  do  not  bury  people  in  order  to  put  them 
to  death,  hut  we  bury  them  because  they 
are  dead,  and  we  declare  our  faith  in  the 
future  and  final  resurrection  of  llis  people, 
by  the  act  of  baptism. 


OBEYING  FROM  THE  HEART. 


>d  the  monld  of  teaching.  Then*  is 
nothing  etoa  that  so  symbolizes  the  funda- 
mentals of  Christianity  and  the  complete 
Christian  experience,  as  the  two  ordinances 
of  the  church,  so  close  together  in  their 
teaching 

Is  it  any  wonder  that  the  assaults  of  Satan 
should  have  been  directed  so  vehemently 
and  constantly  against  the  ordinance  of  bap- 
Mcn  have  sought  to  pervert  it  by 


changing  its  form,  destroying  the  mold;  thev 


The  quality  or  value  of  any  action  is  de- 
termined by  the  intelligent  purpose  behind 
it,  and  this  is  exactly  tin*  spirit  that  Paul 
makes  when  speaking  of  baptism  in  the 
sixth  chapter  of  Romans.  He  says,  “Ye 
obeyed  from  the  heart  that  mold  of  doctrine 
unto  which  ye  were  delivered.”  The  same 
act  may  be  a crime  or  a deed  of  mercy,  ac- 
cording to  the  motive  behind  it.  or  the  end 
in  view  The  surgeon’s  knife  or  the  as- 
sassin’a  dagger  may  mnke  the  same  incision 
with  altogether  different  intent,  and  be  cor- 
respondinglv  prsise-worthy  or  blame-worthy. 
The  motive  hehin-1  the  action  is  what  gives 
it  quality.  The  laws  of  (Soil  and  man  tak** 
cognizance  of  this  vital  difference  in  the 
worth  and  quality  of  the  action. 

This  becomes  specially  evident  in  acts  of 
obedience.  There  can  be  no  pleasure  in  the 
heart  of  a father  who  secs  his  child  doing 
his  commands  simply  through  compulsion. 
Alii  sympathy  between  them  is  destroyed: 
fellowship  is  impossible  when  obedience  is 
hy  constraint.  Obedience  to  God  is  not 
possible  except  it  is  rendered  in  the  spirit 
of  filial  love,  in  joyous  acceptance  of  His 
commands.  The  man  who  is  immersed  be- 
cause he  thinks  this  is  necessary  to  salva- 
tion, and  complies  with  it  as  a requirement 
without  which  he  could  not  get  to  heaven, 
has  never  been  baptized.  He  was  immersed, 
not  to  please  God.  hut  to  save  himself  It 
is  not  simply  u question  of  the  form  of  bap- 
tism hut  of  the  intent  of  the  person  who 
submitted  to  it.  He  has  no  more  been  bap- 
tized than  one  who  dipped  himself  in  a 
creek  to  cure  the  chills  or  the  rheumatism. 

Then*  must  in  every  ease  be  a clear  un- 
derstanding of  the  significance  of  the  ordi-

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READING  A MATTER  OF 
CONSCIENCE. 


Growth  in  grace  is  largely  a matter  of 
bringing  more  of  the  life  into  captivity  ip 
the  oliediencc  of  (’hrist  Complete  consn- 
\eration  is  surrendering  the  entire  life  wi™ 
all  its  relations  and  effects  to  the  will  oi 
God  in  Christ,  insofar  as  this  will  is  revealed 
to  us.  ami  as  the  various  forces  of  our  liv<|* 
are  discovered.  Now  a person  who  win 
thoroughly  consecrated  yesterday  may  nod 
he  so  today.  Not  because  he  has  withdrawn 
anything  he  gave  to  God  y **terday.  hut  ho] 
cause'  he  has  discovered  something  more  oa 
the  will  of  God  today  than  he  knew  vesteij 
day  and  has  neglected  or  refused  to  accept 
it  and  conform  to  it.  Or  to  put  it  in  apt 
oth  *r  way.  he  has  become  aware  of  some  new 
department  or  force  in  his  own  lif**.  and  doc-] 
not  consciously  make  the  Lord  Jesus  am 
prOme  in  that  place  also. 

For  example,  one  may  not  have  been  in 
structed  or  enlightened  in  his  conscience 
to  the  right  of  God  to  control  his  money 
Insofar  as  he  knew  he  had  given  himself 
{completely  to  God,  hut  afterward  he  learne^ 
that  God  had  a claim  on  his  property,  top. 
When  he  discovers  this  if  he  refuses  Go<9 
this  right,  rejects  llis  sovereignty  in  thin 
sphere,  he  is  no  longer  consecrated.  Ifi 
tvas  a new  crisis  with  him.  It  means  goinir 
forward  or  going  backward,  progress  or  rejl 
Progression,  growth  in  grace  or  a decline  ip! 
Spiritual  life. 

Such  crises  arc  not  uncommon  They 
make  np  the  Christian  life.  They  are  its) 
occasions  of  becoming  more  like  Christ  or 
turning  back  and  marring  hia  image  and; 
work.  Such  an  occasion  is  the  discovery) 
that  not  merely  our  souls  but  our  bodies 
h*  long  to  God.  The  care  of  health  that  wpj 
may  do  the  best  work  for  Him  becomes  a 
matter  of  religion.  What  we  shall  eat.  and 
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how  much  becomes  a religious  matter.  What- 
ever fits  us  or  unfits  us  for  th  - best  service  is 
therefore  a matter  of  conscience.  So  Paul 
says  the  matter  of  eating  and  drinking  are 
involved.  Whatsoever  ye  do.  in  wort!  or 
in  deed,  do  all  in  the  name  of  the  laird  Jesus 
The  kind  of  clothes  1 shall  wear,  how  much 
they  shall  cost  are  to  he  determined  by  the 
question  of  what  Vill  enable  me  to  do  the 
most  ami  the  best  for  Him.  How  I shall 
spend  my  time,  even  time  of  recreation  and 
leisure,  must  be  settled  by  the  question  of 
its  accomplishing  most  for  Him  or  putting  me 
in  heat  condition  to  do  llis  will 

Now  there  is  nothing  that  . liters  more  into 
the  making  of  a life,  of  rendering  us  efficient 
or  inefficient  than  the  question  faf  whether 
we  shall  reBcl  and  of  what  we  shall  road. 
Shall  this  he  left  out  of  the  iHiunds  of  one's 
re|igion!  If  growth  in  Christian  life  is 
bringing  more  territory  under  cultivation 
for  the  production  of  Christian  graces  and 
fruitful  service,  is  this  department  to  he 
passed  over  or  ignored!  Is  this  part  of  a 
man's  life  to  be  left  to  accident  or  caprice! 
Is  it  not  to  he  made  a matter  of  conscience f 
It  is  a common  pUce,  only  saying  whal  ev- 
erybody  admits  am]  knows,  to  repeat  that 
what  a person  reads  has  more  to  do  with  the 
making  of  what  he  is  than  almost  any  other 
agency  in  his  life.  Does  it  not  then  become 
a matter  of  conscience  to  give  a proper  por- 
tion of  time  to  the  right  sort  of  reading! 
Can  a man  justify  himself  in  saying  that  he 
hasn’t  time  for  reading  religions  literature! 
Is  his  reading  to  he  simply  a recreation  or 
to  minister  to  his  own  pleasure!  We  must 
put  conscience  into  this  matter,  and  our  peo- 
ple must  he  taught  to-do  it.  A great  deal 
of  education  is  needed  on  this  subject  for  w<* 
will  he  held  responsible  for  it.  ^ 

It  is  impossible  for  a mind  that  is  not 
nourished  hy  wholesome  reading  to  grow 
strong  in  the  knowledge  of  truth  and  the 
practice  of  righteousness.  It  is  impossible 
for  the  miyi  or  boy  who  merely  picks  up  the 
driftwood  of  reading  to  build  strong  char- 
acter or  kindle  the  flames  of  love  and  zeal 
out  of  such  materials.  Let  ns  put  con- 
science and  common  sense  into  the  matter  of 
what  we  and  others  read.

We  have  secured 
the  lease  of  one  of  the  most  valuable  and 
beautiful  pieces  of  property  in  this  remark- 
ably beautiful  city,  for  five  years.  It  is 
the  former  home  of  a rich  old  baron,  who 
would  not  sell  as  the  city  grew  about  him. 
The  grounds  comprise  about  25  acres,  and 
two  years  ago  we  got  an  option  on  it  at 
$100,000;  the  property  is  now  very  much 
more  valuable  than  it  was  two  years  ago. 
By  n'l  means  we  ought  to  secure  this  prop- 
erl.'- if  we  do  not,  every  intelligent,  far- 
seeing  Baptist  in  the  South  will  have  rea- 
son to  regret  it  through  the  years.  We  are 
now  paying  $700  per  month  rental  for  this 
property  and  there  are  others  who  would  be 
very  glad  to  take  it  off  our  hands  at  that 
figure.  We  have  in  the  school  some  275 
pup  Is  Many  of  these  are  from  the  most 
Imminent  families.  There  are  16  young 
men  in  the  seminary,  splendid  fellows  of 
fine  possibilities.  What  an  opportunity  for

be  if  this  splendid  property  could  be  paid 
for  and  thus  save  the  rental.  The  school 
itself  is  paying  four-fifths  of  its  expenses,

Its  present  building  and  machinery  are 
wholly  inadequate  to  our  present  needs  The 
brethren  who  have  had  charge  of  this  im- 
portant enterprise  have  worked  under  diffi 
culties  even  greater  than  those  of  our  col- 
lege or  of  the  First  church.  I do  not  be- 
lieve that  we  have  an  editor  in  the  South 
in  our  homelsnd  who  would  be  willing  to 
work  day  by  day  in  such  cramped  and  dingy 
and  badly  venti  ated  quarters  as  our  faithful 
missionaries  are  doing  It  is  a wonder  to 
me  that  their  health  has  not  failed  utterly, 
ahd  at  this  time  the  faithful  Kntzminger  is 
fving  at  home  Rick,  and  I fear  much  of  it 
is  brought  on  by  his  over  work  under  these 
conditions  Tie  was  not  relieved  from  these 
responsible  duties  too  soon.  Now  the  in- 
defatigable Solomon  Ginsburg  has  taken  up 
the  work.  It  Rcems  a great  pity  that  these 
|»ersistent  appeals,  so  persistently  and  lov-  ' 
inglv  made  for  the  $30,000  with  which  to 
equip  this  plant  should  not  before  this  have 
been  heeded.  The  Brazilian  Baptists  are 
eagerly  reaching  out  after  the  printed  page. 
The  Baptist  book  or  paper  is  read  not  only 
bv  the  family  who  buys  it.  but  also  by  the 
neighbors  who  read  and  discuss  it. 

What  an  opportunity  for  somebody  to  mul- 
tiply themselves  almost  without  limit  in 
equipping  this  plant.  Has  not  the  time 
come  for  some  of  our  best  equipped  mission- 
aries to  give  their  time  and  thought  and 
prayer  to  the  providing  of  the  right  kind  of 
Baptist  literature  for  the  growing  republic 
of  Brazil  f There  is  so  little  in  the  Portu- 
gese tongue  that  is  ready  for  use.  Great 
kelp  would  be  rendered  the  native  evangel- 
ists, pastors  and  Sunday  School  teachers  if 
this  could  be  done.  The  missionaries  have 
not  had  the  time  nor  the  means  with  which 
to  do  this  needed  literary  work. 

I hope  later  to  sav  more  about  the  publish- 
ing house,  of  its  needs  ami  possibilities.

come better  organised  and  equipped. 
The  three  things,  be  says,  that  our 
hospitals  should  stand  for  are  (1) 
the  care  of  the  patients,  (2)  scien- 
tific investigation  and  (3)  the  edu- 
cation of  physicians,  nurses,  order- 
lies. every  one  within  Its  walls,  and 
through  them  the  community  at 
large,  concerning  the  various  mala- 
dies that  are  brought  within  its 
doors.  A hospital  without  patients 
cannot  educate;  it  cannot  do  good. 
If  some  of  the  money  is  used  to  con- 
struct smaller  and  more  economical 
buildings,  and  the  part  which  Is  left 
Is  used  for  opening  and  running  the 
institution  for  a few  yesirs  so  that 
the  community  becomes  Impressed 
with  Its  convenience  and  usefulness,
